in the town ‘she is impressed with 
the great number of people who are 
keeping in style educationally. Age, 
nationality, background mean noth- 
ing. Non-citizens attend classes to 
fit themselves for the responsi- 
bilities of American citizenship, to 
learn to talk, read and write Eng- 
lish. Citizens come to.further their 
knowledge of citizenship, -govern- 
ment and current events, -and to 
enjoy such courses of practical in- 
terest as First Aid, Home Nursing 
and Household Decorative Design. 
No law compels them to enroll. 
They ‘stay in school because they 
enjoy the practical, useful instruc- 
tion they receive from trained 
teachers, Some cannot speak Eng- 
lish, some are high school and col- 
lege graduates; some were educated 
in this country, some abroad, but 
all are united in one friendly, com- 
mon purpose. 

The introduction of classes insev- 
eral sections of the town has made 
it possible for many more people 
to enroll. Indusitrious people, eager 
though they are to learn, do not 
look forward to traveling long dis- 
tances to school after a day’s work. 
Consequently ithe department of 
adult education devised this meth- 
od ‘of bringing the schools nearer 
the students. Classes are now be- 
ing held at Shawsheen, the North 
school, Ballardvale, Old Boston 
road and at the Central plant. Two 
nights a week Miss Mary Bailey 
covers twenty-seven miles on her 
rounds of the five centers, visiting 
the groups and observing the in- 
struction. On one occasion she was 
pleased to notice that one of her 
pupils who had already received 
her final citizenship papers Was 
back in the classroom accompanied 
by her husband, “My husband has 
been a citizen for many years,” she 
said, “but jhe didn’t know as much 
as I did so I brought him back to 
school.” 

By increasing their knowledge 
and becoming valuable citizens in 
the community, these students also 
increase the scope of their social 
enjoyment. Whereas they may at 
one time have been unable to con- 
verse with their neighbors in the 
country’s language, they can, after 
study, understand and be under- 
stood by the people with whom 
they come in contact. Their con- 
tacts spread, Life takes on more 
zest and pleasure.

Great interest is being evidenced

autobiographical exhibit which is 
best described by Mr. Smith him 
self: 

“This group of painitings and 
sketches is made up of one or 
more examples from each of the 
different phases of my work cov: 
ering the period from student days 
up to the present. They were se. 
lected at ‘the time as typical— 
good specimens or for sentimental 
reasons for purposes of record. 

Right from the stant I instinctive 
ly felt that with every phase or 
new idea, changes of method and 
technique should follow.

It would be quite proper, there 
fore, to call this a retrospective 
exhibition.

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Report of Progress — and Progressiveness 


Presented by Memorial Hall Librarian 


“Someone has said that the public library in the days ahead will 
assume an importance it has never held before and that it will in some 
measure determine the kind of thinking that is being done in the 
community. This is a grave responsibility and requires much of the 
library, its trustees, its librarian and its staff.” 


If you read the annual report of 
librarian Miss Miriam Putnam— 
and when the town report comes 
out, you really should read it— 
you will find the above paragraph 
near the end of ithe report. Taken 
by itself, it certainly does sound 
grave, but a careful reading of 
the first part of the report will 
show that Andover has no need 
to worry about just how that re- 
sponsibility will be handled here. 
The report shows progress in 
the past year; more than that, it 
reveals a progressive philosophy 
of library work which will ‘surely 
bring progress next year and 
every other year, 

As for ithe past year Miss Put- 
nam reveals a circulation increase 
ot 6% over 1989's record, or 80% 
over 1930's. Of the 6% gain 68% 
was in books loaned to boys and 
girls—we don’t ‘have ito worry 
about ithe futune generation. And 
IS% of the gain in circulation of 
adult books was jin ithe issue of 
books flor non-fiction: Biography 
first, Fine Arts close behind, and 
Applied Arts and Literature very 
much in the running. The most 
revolutionary chane> that 1940 
biought was the Book Bus experi- 
ment—this resulted in added cir- 
culation of 1515 books, In ithe 
schools, too, tthe circulation has 
increased; at Punchard the Gold- 
smith library has been used by 305 
students out of the 354 enrolled, 
with 1262 books circulated since 
September; at the Junior High the 
circulation has grown by leaps 


» and bounds, During the year 5905 


books were loaned there, an in. 
crease of 1633 over 1939. Miss 
Putnam has also been trying to 
build up a collection of pamphlets 


and 13807 circulated this year. 
How many larit year? Only 24. 


Trivial Books 

Miss Putnam has something to 
say too on what books ‘the library 
should buy. Trivial books—books 
of escape—books for casual read- 
ing? Yes, she says. “We have al- 
ways felt ‘that it was important 
that people read even tihough what 
they read be not the highest type 
of literature and that entertain. 
ment is a legitimate by-product of 
reading, Let the library buy its 
books flor escape reading and en- 
tertainment, but let it also buy 
those books without which it can 
lay no claim ‘to being an educa- 
tional institution.” 
‘ And she thas gome very definite 
ideas on a liberal policy in book 
selection, “Many books of current 
fietijon and non-fiction arouse dif- 
ferences of opinion and acerbated 
discussion, es~ecially those which 
would advocate any change of 
things as they are. The library 
must be the clearing-house of diia- 


+ metrically opposed points of view, 
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of the great ideas of ithe \pasit, of 
the ideas of the present not per- 
fectly formed if it is ito be a vital 
force in the community. Where 
else but in a library could one ex- 
neat to find in such peacteable 
juxtaposition the books of men 
and women of violently opposing 
opinion and yet all with some con- 
tribution to make to the search for 
truth,” 


Only. one omission did Miss Put- 
nam make in her report. Her con- 
cluding paragraph stated: ‘If a 
record of the year just past has 
been marked ‘by progness, it is due 
in large part to ithe clear-sighted 
judgment of the Board of Trustees, 
to an interested and loyal staff, to 
all who lhave had the library’s best 
interests in |their keeping.”

Vocational Guidance 

At its last session the General 
Court authorized the Department 
of Education to conduct a survey 
of the needs of Massachusetts 
youth ‘between the ages of 16 and 
24 years. The commission ap- 
pointed to make the survey has re- 
ported its findings. The report 
points out the danger to our Am- 
erican society of the great numbers 
of unskilled and unemployed young 
people in our cities and towns; it 
proposes that communities and 
schools assume greater responsi- 
bility for the vocational guidance 
of these young people. The com- 
mission has filed with the legisla- 
ture now sitting, a bill which would 
set up a state youth planning board 
of unpaid members with a trained 
paid executive to advise communi- 
ties regarding vocational guidance 
and training, gather information 
and make it available to the 
communities. Local planning boards 
are also recommended to support 
local activity. 

Before the Youth Survey was 
completed or its recommendations 
made public, Andover had indicated 
its cognizance of this. vital prob- 
lem by setting in motion plans to 
develop a more adequate guidance 
program in ‘the schools and to cre- 
ate some sort of placement service 
practicable for both employed and 
employable youth. The League of 
Women Voters and the School De- 
partment have together sponsored
